DISCREDITING HALLOWE'EN 


The tragedy at Kemptville, Ontario, and 
a number of incidents much nearer home, 
show that a good deal of what passes for 
Hallowe'en prankishness is simply mean- 
ness and hoodiumism.

They did not live on scat- 
tered farms, as rura) citizens do in 
America, but dwelt in villages and 
went from home to work as office 
men do. And when they were told 
to cultivate the land as one great 
family and divide the crops, they 
fatly refused. 

Each man was spicious of his 
neighbor. “I would do my best,” said 
he, “and Ivan would loaf; and yet he 
would get as much as I. It is a fooi- 
ish scheme to benefit the worthless.” | 

So the land was divided among 
the villagers in proportion to the size 
of the families. A poor man with a/ 
wife and 10 children received twice 
as much land as the well-to-do man | 
who had a wife end four children. 

That seemed fair, but there can be 
no equality except that arranged by | 
Nature. The poor man could not work 
his great acreage. He lacked tools, 
seed, machinery. And s0 he appealed 
to his richer neighbor to these | 
things, and the richer neighbor did | 
—and took half of the crop as reward | 
for his neighborly assistance j 

And now each village has its three 
classes: The rich, the middle class | 
and the poor, and conditions are | 
much as they were before Utopia | 
was discovered. The strong, inteili- 
gent and ambitious have much, and | 
the weak, foolish and indolent have 
little. 

The favorite dream of the poor is| 
an equality of riches. “There is 
enough for all.” they say. “Divide it | 
equally and there will be no more | 
poverty forever.” | 

But calling the fast runners back 
to start again at scratch will not) 
make them slow—nor will it make 
slow runners fast.

This shows a little of the second 
stage of “why” and “because.” which 


|marks the really active “why” stage, 


when the boy becomes a walking end 
talking question-mark and tires out 
his elders because every “because” 
He is now no 
longer so self-centered. He is inter- 
ested in many other things, mainly 
things that he still plays with and 
controls, but many that represent his 
broadening world. So when he asks 
“Why do boats float on the water?” 
he may be prompted to this “why” by 
his own experience with things that 
float and things that sink 

He doesn’t just accept the fact that 
in his bath the soap floats but the 
soap-dish sinks; he wants to know 
why. He knows that soap doesn’t do 
that because it feels gay: there's a 
reason. The child has discovered a 
real cause, not a personal because. 
How far you can go in explaining why 
things float is clearly a matter of 
maturity. But the need of an ex- 


| planation marks the growth of mind. 


There are a lot of arbitrary rela- 
tions in this world which the child 
just accepts; but he accepts them with 
¢ more insight year by year. 
“Why do I have to go to bed?” “Be- 
cause it is dark.” “Why doesn’t Tom- 
my go to bed.” “Because Tommy is 
older.” But if it is summer time, the 
“dark” w serve as a “because;” 
and certainly there is little insight 
into these relations of age and sea- 
son. “Why can’t you buy it today?” 
“Because it is Sunday, and the shops 
are closed.” “Why are they closed?’”” 
You have your choice of answers. It’s 
a garr> of tience, but through it 
all you catch the growth of the child's 
mind. 

Besides the personal causes and 
the cause-and-effect causes, and the 


| arbitrary customary relations and se- 


quences, there are the true logical 
causes—the two and two make four— 
sorts of mixtures, so that 
the child is soon out of his depth 
and asks more “whys” than he can 
understand “becauses.” And when you 
think of it, so do you. You stop when 
your experience stops, also; only you 
have a little more of it and so can 
Measure the child's progress of his 
growing ability te share your world. 
But it's not an easy matter to trace 
this route, familiar as we are with its 
course. It's interesting to watch your 
child’s “whys” and “becauses,” and 
your own.

Dear Miss Leeds—Please 
to prepare and use sage tea. Will it

Answer—The sage tea is mixed with 
ordinary black tea. Place two ounces 
each of dried sage leaves and black 
tea leaves in an iron pot with three 
quarts of boiling water. Cover loosely 
and allow the teas to simmer until 
the liquid is reduced to one quart. 
Now remove the pot from the fire and 
allow the teas to stand for 24 hours. 
Strain off the leaves and saturate the 
hair evenly with the liquid. Let the 
hair hang loosely and fan it gently 
to dry it. This mixture is not a dye 
and is quite harmless. Of course it 
will not keep for any length of tim 
but must be used when made. It may 
be applied to the hair with a tooth- 
brush or a small sponge. Results are 
gradual.

Wheat is everywhére. {t is idle to compare 
these billions upon billions of harvested graine~ 
sinall, golden-brown grains which are one of the 
greatest basic necessities of the world’s food 
supply—to the sands of the seashore. The marvel 
is in the growth, harvesting and handling of this 
enormous crop over such a tremendous acreage 

The west is, at the time of writing, which fs 
more than three weeks before this will be read, 
literally buried beneath the burden of its main 
moth crops. It has raised a benevolent Fratken 
stein of wheat which has tun amuck and swamped 
3 ne building of the pyramids with thousands 
of ancient fellaheen in the space of a hundred 
y or so was mere trifling with work com 
pared to this gigantic mass barvesting in 
ter of some forty or fifty days 

There never has been euch a fall generally 
within the memory of man. Day after day—for 
twenty days, thirty days, maybe forty days—hae 
passed without a splash of rain, without a flake 
of snow. Clouds have crossed the face of the sun 
and gone. And the harvesting has proceeded 
without interruption. 

Nature has held ber hand. Nature nas been 
very good. If nature had not eullenly sent a few 
hours of frost in August to burt the yield and 
Juwer the grade to the extent of millions of 
«dollars then this might well have been the most 
quagnificent year in western history 

For hundreds of thousands of acres ef new 
breaking all over the west—half a million acres 
the C.N.R. lands in Alberta and Saskatche 
wan alone—have added their twenty, thirty 
forty bushels to the harvest 

The crops ripened earlier than usual. Cutting 
and threshing were not halted for a single hour 
Add to these a vast acceleration of power farm- 
ing this year, a tremendously increased use of 
the combine and the motor truck, a wonderful 
epeeding up of the whole process of garnering 
and you have the reasons for a situation such as 
the west has never seen before.

Competition Became Ruinous 

OTH French and British traders were in 
charge of posts established for the purpose 
ering as many furs as possible for their 
respective employers. They were there to in 
crease the returps if possible, and would only 
defeat this object by advancing prices to any 
great extent. Both parties realized that a de 
crease would inevitably occur were they to con- 
duct the competition by cerrying on a price war. 
The most logical course was to endeavor to get 
abead of their rivals by establishing outposts, 
hoping to intercept the native trappers while 
on their way from their hunting lands. That 
is the course they followed. 


land is free to all-comers, neither 
aving a trade monopoly. As fast as 
ny established an outpost, their rival 
built one beside them, and the manoeuvre simply 
resulted in greatly increasing the cost of the fur 
trade The Indian trapper did not receive any 
more for his pelts, neither did he snare any more 
animals, but the overhead expense was more 
than doubled owing to the fact that there were 
» than twice the number of posts doing the 


Years ago the fur trade of the west wa: 
nearly ruined by ruinous competition between 
the Hudson's Bay Company and the North West 
Company, and these present-day rivals in Hud 
n's Bay were determined that the trade of that 
region would not be ended in the same manner 
In the west the rivalry ended in the amalgama 
tion of the two companies, and that is pretty 
much what is now happening in “the Bay.” 


Kither with or without the cognizance and 
consent of their respective boards in London ani 
Paris, thé traders in “the Bay” decided upon the 
simple expedient of diyiding the furs between 
them. It bas doubled the cost of collection but 
t has saved the trade from ruinous demoraliza 
tion, and the governing powers of the two organ 
zations have fallen in with the pian initiated 
by the resident traders. 


The Hudson's Bay ship ascopie eails from 
Montreal with supplies for the posts of both 
companies, while Revillon scows float Hudson's 
Bay aupplies down the Albany river. 

The sdveut of easy transportation will enable 
numberiess free traders to scatter over the land 
eager to barter furs at any price that will yield 

em a reasonable profit Under comparatively 
emall overh expeuse, and each man working 
for himself, the prices given tor furs will double 
and redouble during the keen competition. This 


will result in a steady decrease in the number 
of f ing euimals, aud the fur trade pos 
f deon's Bay will folSw dowu the path take 


by their more southern prototypes.
